"Sin is news. It is because they 


know this that ministers are cheer- 
ful. 


"At first the saying that sin, for 


all that it is so old, is really news, 
seems grim and cynical; but the 
fact is the very opposite. Sound op-

:nism is behind it. Good living is 
e expected thing; it takes place 


with unexciting regularity . . . I 


"Suppose it were not so. Suppose 


that sin were the usual thing and 
goodness the exception. Then if 
anybody did a good deed the report- 
ers would rush to the scene to 
write up the story." 


So said the late Dr. Newton—and 


so says all our tradition and teach- 
ing. Remember Christ's parable of 
The Prodigal Son? 
it Once there was a man who had 
two sons . . . 


And one of the sons asked his 


father for his inheritance and took 
it away to a far land and wasted 
it in riotous living. But when he

ment. 


He declared that Prime Minister 


Clement Attlee's followers

pie "that if an untruth is told often 


nough and widely enought it be- 
comes as good as the truth." 


Attlec is due to speak also today 


in four different cities as he com- 
mences his automobile tour of the 
country to court votes from the La- 
borites who have been in power 
since 1945. 


In a slashing, gloves-off speech 


prepared for a mass meeting at the 
Cardiff football field, the 75-year- 
old Conservative leader offered 
a 


point by point rebuttal of Labor 
claims which he said did not jibe 
with the facts.

Tried for Plotting 


Prague, Czechoslovakia, Feb. 7 


—(fl>)— A large group of followers 
of the late President Edward Benes 
s reported coming up for trial on 
charges ot plotting to overthrow 
the present communist-led govern- 
ncnt. 


The reports 
were 
unconfirmed 


officially but came Irom pers 
in a position to know. They said 
;he trial would come in 
a 
very 


short time. 


Those to be tried, according to 


the informants, are all former Na- 
.ional Socialist party members o£ 
the former parliament. 


The trial will be aimed, said the 


sources, at discrediting the mem- 
ory of the former president, who 
died after the communist coup in 
that country two years ago. He still 
is revered as a national hero by 
millions of Czechs. 


Benes was leader of the Nation- 


al Socialists until he became pres- 
ident in 1935 and gave up his poli- 
tical affiliations. • 


His party was crushed after the 


communists seized power and was 
reorganized as a communist - line 
Socialist party.
